All interested
parties will be given a reasonable opportunity to pres-
ent their views orally regarding the adoption of the pro-
posed regulations during the public hearing. In order to
provide all parties an opportunity to present their views,
it may be necessary to request that each participant limit
any oral presentation to five minutes.

An individual with a disability may request an accom-
modation in order to participate in the public hearing
and may request the proposed regulations and economic
impact statements in an accessible format. Request for
accommodation to participate in the hearing should be
made at least five working days in advance of the hearing
by contacting Jose Castillo at 785-296-4000, ext.

Summaries of the proposed regulations and their
economic impact follow (Note: Statements indicating
that a regulation is “not anticipated to have any eco-
nomic impact” are intended to indicate that no eco-
nomic impact on the Department of Labor, other state
agencies, state employees, or the general public has
been identified.)

K.A.R 51-1-1 - Forms. This regulation is being revoked
and replaced with K.A.R. 51-1-26.

K.A.R. 51-1-26 — Submissions; electronic filing (E-
filing) system. This regulation will address the new
mandatory electronic filing with the division of workers
compensation on and after November 30, 2018.
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K.A.R. 51-17-2 — Methods of filing; service. This regu-
lation will address the methods for filing by represented
parties, unrepresented parties and service.

Economic Impact — There will be a minimal ini-
tial start-up cost in the form of the time it takes to set
up accounts (creating user names and passwords) and
the time it takes to receive training which will be pro-
vided by the Division of Workers Compensation at no
cost to the users. Thereafter, users will realize immediate
savings through the elimination of document printing,
document copying, mailing supplies, postage, courier
service charges, document storage costs and the corre-
sponding savings of time and labor no longer required to
complete these tasks.
